mat Sons In 1880-81 in Sritisli 
Oolttxnbla. 

'I'he report of Hon. J. W. Trutcli on 
Dominion public worl;s in Britisli Co- 
lumbia fills 'JO pages of the bliicbock. Tho 
report deals with operations at Naas and 
Skeona rivers to clear those streams of 
anags; tho removal of Beaver Rock; tho 
evev-unfortunate Victoria postoflico build- 
ing; tlio dredger, wharf and warehouse at 
custom house and repairs to Government 
buildings in general. Mr. JI. E. Croaa- 
daile states that the navigation of Naas 
river has been greatly improved by the 
removal of tho snags, which h.id also re- 
tarded the successful prosecution of the 
lisheries, but there is still nuich work to 
be done to got tho channel properly 
cleared. Mr. J. E. White estimates that 
$1860 will bo required to clear Skeona 
river of snags. Plans wore prepared for 
the warehouse and wharf at tho Victoria 
custom house and forwarded. Tlie cor- 
respondcnoc that took place willi tiio late 
T. Spenco when his contract for the re- 
moval of Spence's rock was determined 
and Mr. Trutch states that there appears 
to have been "a very serious error in 
catimtiting tlio cubic contents of the rock 
to bo removed under Jlr. Spenco's con- 
tract. A very much larger amount of 
rook has already been removed than was 
supposed to bo included in his contract;" 
and it is recommended that the goveru- 
nieiit pay over to the contractor's assignees 
the balance of the contract price tliat may 
yet remain unexpended when the rock 
has been excavated so as to give a depth 
nf 12 feet G inches over its whole area at 
ordinary low water, and that further ex- 
cavation should bo undertaken aa u fresh 
contract in connection with tho removal 
nf other rooks in Victoria Harbor. The 
report of Mr. F. C. Gamble, assistant en- 
gineer, on the condition of the work at 
Beaver rock and the recommendation 
that tho balance of money still due 
upon the contract bo paid to the assignee 
of the lato Mr. Spence, close the corres- 
pondence on this branch. A consider- 
able portion of the report is devoted to 
the repairs on the postoflice building and 
the alleged encroachment on the line of 
liie street by tlie new front of tiiat build- 
ing. Inreply to correspondence with the 
municipality on tho subject Mr. Trntch 
says that ho is advised — 

Ist. That the front wall of the Post 
Office building is now being erected _ iden- 
(icallyontho same line at its springing 
I'rnin tho level of the sidewalk as that of 
iho front wall of tho Post Office building 
ivhich has lately been taken down. 

t2nd. That this front lino of the build- 
ing now being erected is four (4) feet 
within the front line of the lot belonging 
to tho Dominion Government originally 
laid out on the official plan of Victoria, 
and staked out upon the ground tiy the 
tlien Surveyor (ioneral Mr. Pemberton— 
westwtird from the centre nf Government 
street. 

urd. That the front \fall of the old 
wooden Vaat Office building stood upon 
this front line of the lot as originally laid 
out on the official map of A^ictoria and 
stakedoat on the ground, that is to say, 
the" front wall' t)f the old Post Office build- 
ing was four (4) feet nearer tho centre of 
Government street than the front wall of 
tho Post Officobuilding now being erected 
is. 

4th. Tliat the front wall of the Post 
Office building now being erected stands 
exactly on a direct straig;ht lino drawn 
between the comer of British Columbia 
Bank building at the northwest corner of 
Bastion street and Government street, 
and tho corner of the Adelphi Saloon 
building at the southwest corner of Yates 
street and Government street. 

5th. But is four (4) feet inside of, - 
that is to sayj'further from tho centre of

Los'DO.N, April :;0. - Afonlague Wil- 
liams \vrites tliat he thinks it due to him- 
self and all gentlemen professionally as- 
sociated with liim in Dr. Lamson's de- 
fense to state that no suggestion of tho 
doctor's insanity had ever been made tn 
them. Williams said ho was assured the 
prisoner denied commission of tho crime, 
ilis inat ructions to challenge direct evi- 
dence were given by the prosecution. This 
explanation, Williams says, is rendered 
necessary by the late letter of Rev. Mr. 
Lainson, written in his sad extremity. 

Harcourt, home secretary, announces 
that Dr. Lantaon before his execution 
confessed his guilt to the chaplain 
and acknowledged the justice of his sen- 
tence. 

It was said at the c:,binot meeting yes- 
terday that the draft of tho bill dealing 
with arrears of rent in Ireland was sub- 
mitted, also that it was decided steps 
should be taken for release of all su.spects 
except those who were arrested on sus- 
picion of having been porsonally concerned 
in the outr-ages. 

At the royal academy banquet last even- 
ing, Sir Frederick Leighton, in a tcast lr> 
literature, mentioned James R. Lowell'b 
name in glowing terms. Lowell said tliis 
was too flattering a portrait. It was so 
ditl'erent from some spirited pen and ink 
sketches bo had been lately receiving from 
America, ho h.ad some doubt which of 
them he might resemble. 

TuNi.s, April 20.— Dr. Nachtsiial, new 
German consul hero, to-d.iy applied for 
an exequatur tiirougli the French minis- 
ter resident, and proceeded to tho pabco 
to present his credentials to the bey. Be- 
ing escorted by French troops this recog- 
nition of the French protectorate caused 
a sensation. 

Vienna, April 30.— The "Free Press" 
reports outrages on Jews at Kiinsins, Po- 
loek and Walko;^icli. It says in spite ni 
orders from .St. Petersburg for prompt 
punisliuient of persecutors, several no- 
torious oflcnders have been released from 
custody. 

Gen. Tgnatiefi' publishes a communica- 
tion denying that the anti-Jewish distur- 
bances are the result of a want nf action 
on the part of the government, and de- 
claring that serious disoTders have oc- 
curred only at Balta, where the Jews be- 
gan the demonstration in revenge for an 
insult to a Jew by a Christian child. fJen. 
Ignatiefl' states that elsewhere disordoi-s 
have been averted through energetic mea- 
sures of the antborilica, which will bo 
continued. It is reported that the Jews 
are leaving Wiliia en masse, 200 families 
starting for America Monday. 

M0.SCOW, April 30. — A man named 
Kobosiphf Bogdanowitch recently sub- 
mitted to the authorities a plan for the 
illumination of tlio Kremlin with tho 
electric light. Incpiirics were instituted 
and it was discrivered that Ids intention 
was to blow up the whole Kremlin during 
the festivities attending the coronation of 
the czar. At the man's residence wore 
found new peasants' caps, the crowns of 
which were tilled with explosive material. 
It is supposed that these caps were in- 
tended to bo thrown into the uir in greet- 
ing tho czar, and that on falling to the 
ground tho contents would explode with 
the efi'ect of ; bombs. Bogdanowitch and 
300 nihilists were arrested. 

Tho governor general has put a stop to 
tho expulsion of Jews from Russia.'

The sub- 
ject has been carefully discussed by the 
council of ministers and a special commit- 
tee is to consider tho question of ways and 
means. The cost of carrying out the 
sohemo would not seem to be enormous. 
M. Roudairc is uf the opinion that §15,- 
000,000 would amply sutlice to cover all 
expenses, and in eight years at moat he 
thinks the gigantic work might be fin- 
ished.

DYNAMITE IN NEW YORK. 

Attempt" to Blo'w up Van- 
derbildt and Field 

WITH EXPLOSIVES SENT THROUGH THE 
MAIL. 

Srnamito Erplodod ia a Citizen's 
Houso. 

iS'r.w Voiitc, Ajiril 29. — Two missives 
came into the iiostotlice about 4:30 o'clock 
yesterday afteriiuon. One was posted in 
tho ollice and tho other brought in by a 
collector a few minutes afterwards. The 
last one was addressed to Wm. H. Van- 
derbiU, 450 Fifth avenue, and tho first 
was addressed to Cyrus W. Field, Lex- 
ington avenue and Twenty-third street. 
The packets were placed in tho mail bag 
.along with other mail for up town dis- 
tricts, put in a mail wagon and taken to 
Third arenue on tho Blovated railroad to 
tho station at tho head ofOliatham street, 
and then deposited on the front platform 
of tho car. Tho train started up tovvn 
and before reaching the station at Ninth 
street and Third avenue an explosion was 
heard from a mail b.ag, and . firo and 
smoke wore observed to issue from it. 
Wiicn tho train stopped at tho -station the 
Imrningbag was liastily transferred to the 
platform, as railroad peoplewero afraid to 
transport it any further on tlie train. It 
was taken down stairs, placed on a wagon 
and taken to the postoflico station at 
Twenty-ninth afreet and Third avenuo. 
Supt. Mosher, in charge thero, dispatch- 
ed a messenger m haste foe f 09.tniastei 
Pearson. When that ofllcial arrived the 
half burned mail b.ags and contents were 
examined. The package nddressed to 
Field was iiliingcd in a bucket of water 
for fear it might explode, and when thor- 
oughly soaked was examined. It was 
found to consist of a pasteboard box, cov- 
ered with gaudy tlowers and pictures, and 
had a snulT drawer in it from which de- 
pended a string, as il is supposed, for the 
purpose of drawing it o[icn and causing 
an explosion. Inside the box were found 
a tin can containing half a jiound of pow- 
der a\(.l a glass jar containing a white 
powder and a liquid, believed to bo some 
kind of explosive, but what it was none 
of the post-oflico oflicials could s.ay. It 
will be sent to aelieniist for analj'sia. On 
the packages were ten 5-cent stamps. It 
was Vandcrbilt's package that exploded, 
probably caused by tho jolt of the cars 
when rounding a curve out of Bowery in- 
to Third avenue, and but for which occur- 
rence the packages might have reached 
their destination and exploded in the 
hands of the parties to whom they were 
addressed. The contents of tho mail bag 
wore scorched by tho explosion. Post- 
oflico oflicials are making vigorous cflbrta 
to trace the packages to tho parties who 
sent them and no stone- will be left un- 
turned. Postmaster Pearson says ho will 
hunt down tho ruflians who made the at- 
tempt. 

Nkw YoiiK, April 30.— Early this mov- 
ning .John A. Davenport, 319 East Nine- 
teenth street, visited tho police headquar- 
ters carrying with him an infernal ma- 
ehinc similar to those sent to Wm. H, 
Vanderbilt and Cyrus W. Field yesterday, 
and evidently prepared by tho same per- 
son. It had been placed in tho Iiallw.ay 
of Davenport's house last night and ex- 
ploded at ton o'clock, setting firo to' the 
door matting, but doing no damage. Tho 
intention evidently was to set firo to tho 
house. The machino was a cigar box 
bound with wire, and contained cotton, 
which was set on fire by an explosive 
being ignited by a fuse. There was just 
suflicicnt powder to shatter tho box and 
ignite tho cotton. Tho box was probably 
intended for .Supt. Walling, tho letter NV 
being written on it, and he living a few 
diini-s distant.

San FiiANi'isro, April 20. — A mass 
meeting was held this evening at Union 
Hall under the auspices of the Trades As- 
sembly convention.

The tfew Stranger to bo Shortly Seen 
Banidiy Ap9roaehinff the Sun— 
'^hat is Joiner to Happen. 

The now comet contiiuics to give prom- 
ise of a brilliant future. In throe or four 
weeks it will probably bo conspicuous in 
I the northern sky, but at present it cannot 
be discerned by the n.aked eye. In tho 
telescope it is a faint object, but the ob- 
server quickly perceives that, under tiie 
mighty pull of the sun, it is quickening its 
flight every hour, and rapidly growing 
larger. In .hine it will dart into its peri- 
liclion, sweep around tho sun, and, it is 
hoped hiiratinto a blazoof comotary glory. 
The direction of its flight is such that, if 
it docs fling out a long tail, wo shall have 
a fine view of it. Tho comet will at no 
time come near the earth, but it will be 
one of tho most roinarkable over known 
for its close approach to the sun. The 
figures of tho calculators vary, but all 
agree that the comet will go very close to 
tho sun, and some express doubt wheth- 
er it may not strike tho solar orb. In 
that event wo may behold such a specta- 
cle as man never witnessed before, or, 
more likely, wo shall know nothiu" of the 
catastrophe to the comet except wliat the 
astronomers tell. At any rate, we have 
no fear of the consequences. 

A Church ' as a Prize niner. 

A remarkable instance of the irrespon- 
sibility of llie love of pri'/.e-fightiug, un- 
deterred by tho recent solemn judicial 
conclav upon tho pri/o-Gght at .\scot, has 
occurred in tho heart of London, under 
the very noses of her ALajesty's judges, 
in what was ftirmorly Archdeacon Dun- 
bar's ehapel in Tavistock place, a building 
which was sufliciently notorious during 
the reverend gentleman's career, both for 
the extraordinary attentions ho paid to 
tho musical celebration of dovine service, 
and for his excessivo politeness to lady 
members of his congregation.
